The antient 
fy icians had not their Libraries of Thouſands of Books, 

and muſty Receipts, to confound: and vitiate their Judg-

I. Let your Herbs, &. be gathered in their * Sea- 
ſons, viz, when they are in their full Vigour and Strength, 
in the Knowledge of which the preceeding Catalogue of 
Herbs and Plants will be of excellent Uſe to you, for 
there you have, not barely the Seaſon, or Time of the 
Year, when the moſt common and uſeful Exgliſß Plants,
